The  largest  percentage  of  abatements  granted  during  the  year  1966  was 
dua  to  statutory  exemptions  by  State  Legislative  Acts,  amendments  and 
the  Act  of  1966. 
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The  redrafting  of  the  tax  maps  has  progressed  reasonably  well 
considering  the  amount  of  work  involved,  which  is  much  more  than 
was  originally  anticipated. 

The  changing  of  the  scale  on  three  of  the  original  tax  maps  from 
400'  to  100'  to  the  inch  increased  the  number  of  maps  from  80  to  115. 
The  changing  of  the  scale  makes  the  maps  more  workable.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor

Members  of  the  City  Council 
Gentlemen: 


The  gross  expenditures  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
1966  were  $842,537.72.  The  gross  receipts  for  1966  totaled  $751,083.94,  leaving 
an  approximate  net  cost  to  the  City  of  Newburyport  of  $91,453.78. 

This  amount  represents  a $57,817.60  decrease  in  the  net  cost  to  the 
City  of  Newburyport  over  the  preceding  year  of  1965. 

Expenditures  for  recipients  of  Public  Assistance  did  show  a per  capita 
rise  during  the  year  1966.  This  was  due  to  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  living 
index,  and  this  trend  could  be  expected  to  continue  throughout  the  year  of  1967. 

The  anticipated  decrease  in  the  net  cost  of  Medical  Vendor  payments, 
due  to  the  eligibility  of  our  senior  citizens  in  the  "Medicare"  program,  was  off- 
set by  the  establishment  of  a Medical  Assistance  program  which  makes  available 
payments  for  medical  services  to  an  Increasing  number  of  eligible  recipients. 

The  Board  anticipates  that  the  cost  of  Medical  Vendor  payments  will 
exceed  the  amount  of  assistance  grants  for  the  year  1967.

During  1966,  the  library  was  open  301  days  with  94,317  books  cir- 
culated for  home  use.  This  represents  a decrease  of  3,768  books  cir- 
culated as  compared  to  total  book  circulation  In  1965.

Adult  book  circulation  has  declined  each  year  for  the  past 
several  years.  Increased  employment  has  permitted  some  less  time 
for  reading.  Service  In  the  armed  forces  has  without  doubt  removed 
a number  of  young  men,  who  would  otherwise  be  using  the  library. 
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"Prftctle#  Testa  for  the  Armed  Services"  was  one  of  the  books  most  in 
demand  in  1966* 

Card-holders,  by  actual  count  as  of  December  31,  1966  numbered 
5,930  of  which  number  3,781  were  adult  and  2,149  were  children. 

During  1966,  adult  registrations  numbered  1,293  and  1,553  adult  cards 
were  cancelled.  (The  "life"  of  a card  la  three  years)  Juvenile 
registrations  were  775  with  708  cards  cancelled.  Newbury  card- 
holders numbered  932  - of  which  606  were  adult  and  326  were 
children. 

'Tie  total  book  stock  of  the  library  increased  from  108,003 
volumes  at  the  end  of  1985  to  108,820  at  the  end  of  1966.  Books 
added  in  1966  numbered  1799  while  882  books  were  withdrawn  during 
the  year.  'Tie  net  gain  to  the  book  stock  was  917  volumes.

This  represents  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  crowded  conditions 
of  our  book  shelves,  but  additional  shelving  or  stack  shelving 
space  is  urgently  needed. 

The  Children's  Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  of  the  Eanna  L. 
Andrews  Branch  were  used  extensively  In  1966.  Reference  work 
Increased  during  the  year,  requiring  the  use  of  many  adult  refer- 
ence works  in  the  Children's  Room  to  furnish  Information  for 
upper  grade  assignments.  At  the  same  time,  disciplinary  problems 
Increased,  handicapping  those  youngsters  (happily  In  the  majority) 
who  came  for  the  purpose  of  getting  books  to  road  and  books  needed 
for  homo  work  assignments. 

library  Instruction  In  the  use  of  basic  reference  books  and 
the  library  catalog  was  given  by  Miss  Clancy  to  ten  Fifth  Grade 
classes  In  1966. 

Dxirlng  1966  the  Vacation  Reading  Club  was  called  the  "Astronaut 
Reading  Club".  Over  100  children  signed  up  for  the  club  and  59 
completed  the  reoulreraen^s.  Including  children  from  the  Andrews 
Branch  Library.  A party  was  held  in  their  honor  in  September. 

Book  Week  in  November  was  observed  with  special  book  displays 
and  story  hours. 

National  Library  week  was  observed  In  March  with  special 
exhibits  of  new  books  and  posters  in  a number  of  store  windows: 
Chase's  Confectionery  Store,  Kray's,  Fray's  and  the  Premier  Furni- 
ture Store.  During  the  week  the  Librarian  spoke  on  Radio  Station 
W N B P on  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  and  as  the  guest  of  the 
Klwanis  Club.  Miss  Clancy  reviewed  children's  books  for  the  Women 
of  the  Moose  and  was  presented  with  a book  for  the  Children's  Room. 

In  the  fall,  a committee  of  the  League  of  Woman  Voters  met 
with  the  librarian  at  the  Library  to  review  Its  needs,  resources  and 
future  goals. 

'Phe  reference  department  handled  a great  variety  of  reference 
questions  In  1966,  but  the  overwhelming  Impression,  as  we  look  back 
on  the  year,  was  that  this  was  a year  In  which  all  ages  were  inter- 
ested in  examining  our  heritage  of  the  past,  as  for  example  Washing- 
ton's visit  to  Newburyport  In  1789,  an  event  which  was  reenacted 
for  Yankee  Homecoming  Week.  A book  from  the  Library  vault  gave  the 
18th  century  military  commands  for  the  marching  militia  In  the 
parade  which  accompanied  Washington  to  the  welcoming  committee  on 
the  stops  of  the  Tracy  House,  known  as  the  Public  Library. 

The  presence  of  the  replica  of  the  "Plying  Cloud"  In  the 
waters  of  Newburyport  harbor  sot  off  a groat  flurry  of  interest  In 
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all  aspects  of  19th  cont\iry  ships  and  shlp-bulldlng  in  Nawburyport. 

A popular  display  on  board  the  "Flying  Cloud"  was  the  Library's 
model  of  the  "Dreadnaught" , famous  packet  ship  built  In  Nawburyport 
In  1863.  The  model  had  been  presented  to  the  Library  some  years 
previously  by  Its  builder,  Henry  0.  C\irrler, 

The  Regional  Library  system  became  an  actuality  In  1966  and  the 
Nawburyport  Public  Library  a part  of  It.  Dxirlng  the  year  252  books 
were  borrowed  as  compared  to  144  In  the  previous  year.  The  Nawburyport 
Public  Llbtary  lent  42  books  or  reels  of  microfilm  In  1966  as  compared 
to  24  In  1965.  Among  the  borrowing  libraries  wore  University  of 
California  Library,  Wisconsin  State  Historical  Library,  American 
Antiquarian  Society  In  Worcester  Mass.,  Cornell  University  Llbtaty, 
North  Texas  University  Library,  Texas  A and  M University  Library, 
Lakewood  Public  Library  In  California,  Watorboro  Public  Library  of 
Maine,  North  Shore  Community  Art  Foundation,  Harvard  University 
Graduate  School  of  Design,  University  of  Florida,  Michigan  State 
University,  East  Lansing  (Michigan)  Public  Library* 

No  major  renovations  were  made  to  the  library  In  1966,  although 
many  Innovations,  particularly  along  safety  lines  are  long  overdue. 

The  front  porch  and  pillars  of  the  Library  were  painted. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose,  through  death,  the  ¥«luAd.  services  of 
Mrs.  Carolyn  Van  Bokkelen,  who  had  served  as  a library  substitute 
for  several  years. 

Two  assistants  were  appointed  to  the  staff  In  1966  - Mrs. 

Marjorie  Noury  and  Mrs.  Gladys  Stevens. 

The  Librarian  Is  most  grateful  to  each  Library  Director  and 
each  member  of  the  Library  Staff  for  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
shown  In  the  busy  year  just  passed.

Herewith  submitted  is  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1966  of 
the  City  Solicitor. 

Many  highway  and  sidewalk  defect  claims  and  suits,  and  workmen's 
compensation  cases  and  claims  for  injuries  wherein  city  employees 
were  involved  have  been  processed  by  this  department. 

Board  of  Public  Welfare,  - have  had  numerous  conferences  with 
members  of  the  department,  attended  to  correspondence  in  many  of 
the  cases,  attended  court  to  prosecute  matters  and  have  conferred 
with  attorneys  wherein  settlements  have  been  arrived  at. 

Letters  of  opinion  have  been  forwarded  to  the  School  Department, 
City  Clerk,  Public  Library  and  Housing  authority.  Correspondence 
has  been  had  with  attorneys  for  estate  of  Charlotte  Dickens  re 
bequest  to  Newbur3rport  Pul5lic  Library. 

Checked  contracts  and  conferred  on  matters  with  the  Water 
Commissioners'  department. 

Board  of  Health  department,  - suit  brought  and  attendance  at 
court,  conferences  with  officials  of  department,  opinions  and 
letters  submitted  on  various  matters. 

Processed  several  tax  foreclosure  matters  to  conclusion. 

City  deeds  have  been  prepared  and  executed  in  several  instances. 

On  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  have  had 
conferences  and  attended  meetings  of  officials  with  relation  to 
procedures . 

In  the  matter  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Old  Newbury  et  ali 
vs.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  City  of  Newburyport  et  ali, 
brought  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Essex  County,  prepared  answer, 
checked  pleadings  and  conferred  with  attorneys  thereon. 

Attended  court  in  Fall  River  in  action  brought  by  Goltz  and

;1  The  Newburyport  Health  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Health  Centre  and  the 
j|  Division  of  Tubercxilosis  Control,  is  conducting  a screening  clinic  at  the  Anna 
Jaques  Hospital,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month,  as  of  November,  of  this  year, 
a follow-up  clinic  is  held  on  the  Thxirsday,  following  the  third  Tuesday.  We  are 
very  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Richard  P.  Scherman,  former  Superintendent  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Sanatorium,  as  consulting  physician,  at  this  clinic. 

Patients  at  the  follow-up  clinic,  in  addition  to  the  x-ray,  are  given  physical  exam- 
inations; have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  with  Dr.  Scherman  the  outcome  of  the  x-rays 
and  any  difficulty  they  may  be  having  with  medication.  Medication,  supplied  by  the 
State,  is  dispensed  at  the  Hospital  pharmacy  on  a prescription  signed  by  the  clinic 
physician.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
and 

Members  of  the  City  Council 
Gentlemen: 

The  gross  expenditures  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  1967 
were  $1,091,339.25.  The  gross  receipts  for  1967  totaled  $843,227.98,  leaving 
an  approximate  net  cost  to  the  City  of  Newburyport  of  $248,111.27. 

This  amount  represents  a $156,657.49  Increase  in  the  net  cost  to  the  City 
of  Newburyport  over  the  preceding  year  of  1966. 

Expenditures  for  recipients  did  show  a definite  Increase  contrlbutable  to 
the  cost  of  living,  and  a definite  Increase  in  case  load. 

As  anticipated  by  this  office,  a Social  Security  medical  assistance/insurance 
program  for  adults  over  65,  Medicare,  was  offset  by  the  establishment  of  Medical 
Assistance  (MEDICAID). 


The  future  increases  for  the  year  1968  can  only  be  reflected  by  the  legislators' 
Insistence  and  the  power  of  the  press  that  local  Public  Welfare  offices  accelerate 
the  Medical  Assistance  program.  So  much  has  the  accelerated  Increase  in  Medical 
Assistance  and  anticipated  increases  alarmed  many  cities  and  towns  that  they  look 
with  Interest  to  Chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of  1967  which  removes  the  cost  and  adminis- 
tration of  local  Welfare  funds  from  their  cities  and  towns  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  effective  July  1,  1968.

Adult  book  circulation  has  declined  each  year  for  the  past  several^ 
years,  partially  due  to  increased  employment  which  has  permitted  less  [ 
time  for  reading,  also  service  in  the  armed  forces.  Forty  five  per  !■ 

cent  of  the  adult  circulation  was  non-fiction  in  both  1966  and  1967* 
"Practice  Tests  for  the  Armed  Services"  continues  to  be  in  considerable;, 
demand. 

Juvenile  non-fiction  circulated  in  1967  was  forty  three  per  cent  d 
of  the  total  juvenile  circulation. 

The  total  number  of  cardholders  as  of  December  31,  1967  numbered  i 
6,009.  Of  this  number  3,823  were  adults  and  2,186  were  children.  * 

Newbury  cardholders  totalled  858,  of  which  580  were  adults  and  278 
were  children.  j 

The  total  book  stock  of  the  library  increased  from  108,820  volumes 
at  the  end  of  1966  to  110,283  at  the  end  of  1967* 

Books  added  in  1967  numbered  1705  while  242  books  were  withdrawn 
during  the  year.  The  net  gain  to  the  book  stock  was  1463.

The  Children's  Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  of  the  Emma  L.  Andrew 
Branch  were  used  extensively  in  1967*  There  was  a marked  increase  in 
use  of  reference  books,  magazines  and  pamphlets  (many  of  them  adult 
reference  works)  in  the  Children's  Room  to  furnish  information  for 
upper  grade  assignments.

Gentlemen | 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  on  February 
6,  1967*  we  have  been  represented  at  several  conservation  orientated  meetings  at 
which  discussions  were  held  regarding  the  functions,  responsibilities  and  sugges- 
ted programs  of  active  commissions.  Interesting  and  informative  speakers  have 
also  been  entertained  at  our  monthly  meetings. 

Letters  were  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Joint  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  and  Development, 
expressing  the  Commissions  favor  of  Class  SB  for  the  Merrimack  River.  Coastal 
and  marine  waters  under  Class  SB  are,  •'Suitable  for  bathing  and  recreational 
purposes  including  water  contact  sports;  industrial  cooling;  excellent  fish 
habitat;  good  aesthetic  value;  and  suitable  for  certain  shellfisheries  with 
depuration.  (Restricted  Shellfish  Areas)."  (Comm,  of  Mass.,  Water  Resource 
Comm.,  Div.  of  Water  Pollution  Control,  March  6,  196? )• 

In  October  we  submitted  to  the  Essex  Covmty  Soil  Conservation  District, 
a request  for  a Nat\iral  Resoxirce  Inventory  of  Newburyport.  This  inventory, 
expected  to  begin  dxiring  the  slimmer  of  1968,  will  be  conducted  by  a Natural 
Resource  Technical  Team,  members  of  which  are  professionals  in  their  respected 
fields  of  conservation  and  recreation. 


An  order  has  been  drawn  up  to  transfer  the  control  and  management  of  the 
Town  Forest  to  the  Conservation  Commission.  It  is  believed  that,  with  proper 
planning,  the  Town  Forest  can  be  utilized  by  the  children  of  Newburyport  as  a 
natural  study  area. 

In  December,  letters  ware  sent  to  two  State  Senators  urging  immediate  action 
on  the  Inland  Wetlands  Bill,  H-5109.  This  bill,  however,  was  not  acted  upon 
before  adjournment  of  the  196?  Legislative  session. 


A land  use  map  of  the  city  is  being  prepared.  This  map  will  show  the 
location  of  all  public  property  and  open  space  areas.  By  developing  a conser- 
vation/recreation plan  of  action,  we  are  striving  to  protect  our  invaluable 
natural  resources  for  future  use.  We  hope,  within  the  coming  year,  to  acquire 
some  open  space  areas  within  the  city  for  conservation  and  recreational  use.

Monsignor  Thomas  Lane  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Church,  Father 
Philatheos  Pharos  of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church,  Mrs.  Vera  Kelly,  Mr. 

President  and  Members  of  the  Newbury  port  City  Council,  invited  dignitaries  and 
guests,  members  of  my  family  and  my  fellow  citizens. 

This  occasion  represents  a great  moment  in  my  life.  For  the  past  six 
years  1 have  had  the  honor  of  serving  on  the  Newburyport  City  Council.  I have  been 
j there  because  I wanted  to  help  build  a better  city.  Now  I have  been  honored  by 
being  elected  Mayor  of  the  City  I love.  Now  I have  been  presented  with  the  oppor- 
tunity to  do  more  for  the  people  of  Newburyport.  I am  here  not  only  because  I 
want  to  be,  but  because  the  poeple  of  Newburyport  have  placed  me  here. 

your  Mayor,  I will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  present  an  administration 
based  on  three  major  points  ....  communication  ....  evaluation  ....  and  co- 
operation. The  first  point  - communication  - means  that  I will  implement  an  all 
out  effort  to  keep  the  citizens  abreast  of  the  activities  going  on  in  our  City.  To 
do  this  I shall  ask  the  City  Council  to  establish  the  position  of  an  administrative 
I assistant  to  the  Mayor.  This  will  insure  that  all  items  and  problems  are  re- 
I viewed  and  all  requests  and  programs  are  given  full  consideration.  One  of  the 
\ prime  duties  of  the  administrative  assistant  will  be  to  coordinate  and  follow  up 
1 the  individual  requests  of  each  and  every  member  of  the  City  Council  relative  to 
j work  that  should  be  done  in  their  respective  areas  of  the  City.  It  will  also  be  the 
i duties  of  this  man  to  coordinate  all  functions  in  this  City  and  aid  me  in  attending 
I to  the  individual  needs  of  the  people  who  have  previously  been  neglected. 

I will  ask  the  City  Council  to  join  me  in  a tour  of  the  city 's  municipal 
buildings,  beginning  with  the  Newburyport  Public  Library , continuing  through  the 
school  and  other  buildings  covering  every  floor  from  the  basement  to  the  attic. 

I I feel  this  is  the  best  possible  way  for  the  councillors  and  I to  become  fully  in- 

I formed  on  the  wants  and  needs  of  each  facility.  I hope  that  all  the  councillors 
j will  accept  my  invitation  to  take  advantage  of  this  first  hand  look  at  our  facilities. 

I I plan  also  to  institute  a program  of  budget  review  sessions  during  which 

I the  councillors  may  question  freely  the  budgets  submitted  by  department  heads. 

I This  will  afford  both  the  council  and  the  department  heads  an  opportunity  to  discuss 
j in  detail  the  various  requests  submitted  for  the  respective  departments. 

I Point  two  - evaluation  - there  are  many  phases  of  city  operation  and  finance 

? 1 that  have  continued  on  for  years  unchanged.  In  these  times  of  change  and  rising 
7 ■ costs,  it  is  imperative  that  we  stop,  look  and  listen  and  eliminate  all  unnecessary 
^ I spending.  This  is  not  only  an  evaluation  by  me  as  the  mayor,  but  this  will  involve 
i \ also  the  personnel  of  the  various  departments  being  evaluated.  In  the  evaluation 
J i procedures  that  I intend  to  carry  on,  there  will  be  six  or  seven  traits  or  charac- 
I terists  of  each  evaluation  which  will  receive  commendations  and  also  recommend- 
\ ations.  This  will  be  on  a short  and  long  range  basis. 

i Point  three  - cooperation  - I intend  to  initiate  a program  of  full  scale  co- 

operation between  citizens  and  government,  between  Mayor  and  Council,  and  be- 
tween Newburyport  and  surrounding  communities.  Every  attempt  will  be  made  to 
give  the  City  Council  sufficient  time  to  evaluate  transfers,  appointments  and  any 
other  business  that  may  be  presented  to  them  from  the  Mayor's  office. 
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And  now  my  fellow  citizens,  I would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention  some 
of  the  conditions  and  problems  that  are  confronting  our  City  today.  As  promised, 
I will  listen  to  the  people  and  City  personnel  and  welcome  any  recommendations 
and  comments  having  to  do  with  the  programs  that  are  now  in  progress  and  for 
any  recommendations  for  future  programs.  Due  to  what  I have  inherited  in  the 
actual  costs  of  running  the  City  of  Newbury  port  and  due  to  the  large  increase  in 
taxes,  I intend  to  hold  the  line  in  those  areas  where  the  need  is  not  as  great  as 
compared  to  other  areas  where  the  need  is  the  greatest. 

TAX  RATE 


The  present  financial  condition  of  the  City,  the  cost  of  programs  that  are 
under  way  and  need  completion,  the  high  cost  of  the  indebtedness  and  interest  on 
bond  issues,  pay  raises  for  some  municipal  employees  that  have  been  granted 
before  the  new  administration  assumes  office,  does  not  paint  a rosy  picture  for 
our  taxpayers.  I cannot  say  and  1 will  not  guess  what  the  tax  rate  will  be,  except 
to  say  that  it  will  increase  by  a substantial  amount.  This  projected  tax  increase 
will  occur  primarily  because  my  administration  will  be  inheriting  many  of  the 
incompleted  programs  that  have  been  initiated  by  previous  administrations.  These 
include  the  utilities  for  the  industrial  park,  urban  renewal,  the  sewage  treatment 
plant  which  must  be  corrected,  the  school  construction  program,  and  the  current 
program  to  improve  the  water  supply  for  the  City. 

URBAN  RENEWAL 


The  Newburyport  urban  renewal  program  was  initiated  by  the  City  Council 
in  January,  1960  and  is  now  entering  its  eighth  year.  lam  sincerely  disappointed 
in  its  progress.  I believe  and  I know  that  the  citizens  of  this  City  want  to  know  the 
direction  in  which  we  are  going.  I hope  that  the  Newburyport  Redevelopment 
Authority  will  clearly  define  this  direction  as  soon  as  possible.  The  City  of  New- 
buryport has  committed  itself  to  a quarter  of  a million  dollars  for  this  program. 

To  initiate  my  evaluation  of  this  program  I asked  the  director  of  urban  renewal  for 
a total  of  the  funds  expended  thus  far.  These  are  the  figures  received  from  the 
Director,  James  Silk.  Up  to  and  including  November  30,  1967,  $901 ,445.16  had 
been  used  for  project  expenditures , and  $119,554.38  had  been  spent  on  relocation 
payments.  This  totals$l  ,020,999.  54,  which  is  all  Federal  grants.  In  exchange 
for  this  million  dollars  plus  the  City  of  Newburyport  has  received  empty  stores, 
loss  of  employment , boarded  windows  and  if  anything,  a devasted  area. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  such  a large  amount  of  money  could  have  been  ex- 
pended over  such  a long  period  of  time  without  change  taking  place.  The  whole 
crux  of  urban  renewal  is  that  change  takes  place  to  benefit  the  community  involved. 
One  must  remember  that  this  is  Federal  money  appropriated  for  the  City  of  New- 
buryport to  make  the  downtown  area  more  attractive  and  beneficial  so  that  we  may 
induce  industry  to  locate  here  and  in  return  broaden  our  much  needed  tax  base. 

If  we  all  stop  and  think  what  could  be  done  with  over  a milium  dollars  if  used  to 
build,  restore  and  make  attractive  the  downtown  area,  it  would  stagger  ones 
imagination. 

I believe  that  the  intelligent  and  practical  approach  to  the  present  urban 
renewal  program  in  the  City  of  Newburyport  is  to  adopt  and  pursue  restoration 
with  respect  to  the  aesthetic  appearance  of  the  subject  buildings  and  the  uniqueness 
of  the  1 8th  century  appearance  of  the  shopping  district;  providing  however,  that  the 
rehabilitation  and  restoration  of  the  buildings  can  be  accomplished  with  some  form 
of  financial  security  and  economic  base.  There  will  be  no  demolition  of  any  pro- 
perties that  are  being  considered  for  restoration  until  every  avenue  of  financial 
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means  has  been  explored  and  after  a thorough  and  complete  look  at  the  results  of 
the  feasibility  studies  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority  have  been  made.  After  all 
the  possibilities  have  been  explored  for  restoration^  and  not  until  then,  would  the 
City  have  no  alternative  but  to  demolish  the  structures  and  hope  for  new  reinvest- 
ment within  the  urban  renewal  area. 

SEWAGE  PLANT 

Since  my  election,  I have  had  a meeting  with  three  representatives  of  the 
engineering  firm  of  Whitman  and  Howard,  along  with  two  of  the  new  members  of 
the  City  Council,  who  have  shown  interest  in  the  sewage  treatment  plant.  These 
representatives  of  the  Whitman  & Howard  firm  have  assured  me  that  they  will  come 
to  Newburyport  within  the  next  few  weeks  and  thoroughly  investigate  and  discuss 
any  problems  which  they  find  in  the  operation  of  this  plant.  I have  been  assured  of 
their  complete  cooperation  in  correcting,  once  and  for  all,  the  problems  of  this 
facility.  I,  in  turn,  have  assured  them  of  the  complete  cooperation  of  the  City 
in  this  same  effort.  Since  this  facility  is  most  important  in  controlling  pollution 
in  the  river  and  thereby  aiding  our  economy. 

INDUSTRIAL  PROGRAM 

As  I said  during  my  campaign,  I would  work  dilligently  for  the  procurement 
of  industry  for  our  City.  I intend  to  support  the  Area  Industrial  Development  group, 
known  to  many  of  us  as  A.I.D. . . who  have  worked  tirelessly  to  bring  new  industry 
to  the  City.  I sincerely  congratulate  this  group  of  dedicated  men  and  look  forward 
to  working  very  closely  with  them  in  helping  to  broaden  our  tax  base.  I intend  to 
ask  the  City  Council  to  approve  in  the  1968  budget  an  item  for  the  continuance  of  an 
industrial  consultant  for  the  City  of  Newburyport.  I had  hoped  at  this  time  to 
announce  the  appointment  of  such  an  industrial  consultant.  I have  interviewed 
several  applicants  for  this  position  since  my  election  as  Mayor  of  your  City  but 
have  not  been  successful  in  securing  the  man  whom  I feel  would  be  best  suited  for 
the  position.  I have  asked  for  and  have  received  help  from  some  members  of  A.  I.  D. 
in  the  interviews  that  I have  conducted.  The  search  is  being  continued  for  an 
industrial  consultant  and  negotiations  between  candidates  and  myself  with  the  help 
of  the  City  Council  and  members  of  A.I.D.  will  continue. 

Recently  at  my  request,  I also  had  the  pleasure  of  being  invited  to  meet  with 
the  Commissioner  and  Deputy  Commissioners  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Development  in  Boston,  and  have  been  promised  their  whole  hearted  support  and 
cooperation.  At  this  meeting,  I requested  and  received  a two  day  study  of  the 
Lord  Timothy  Dexter  Industrial  Green.  This  study  was  conducted  by  three  members 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce.  They  viewed  the  park  to  see  what  recommendations 
they  could  make  in  helping  us  to  secure  the  proper  facilities  and  industries  for  our 
industrial  park.  I am  awaiting  the  results  of  this  study. 

SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

No  child  should  be  denied  his  right  to  an  adequate  comprehensive  education 
according  to  his  potential  abilities,  attitudes,  and  interests.  Because  of  this  right, 
it  is  up  to  the  citizens  to  provide  these  school  facilities  to  see  to  it  that  no  child  is 
denied  his  constitutional  right  to  a free  education.  This  applies  to  any  child,  any 
place  in  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  School  Building  Program  prepared  by 
Superintendent  Nock  and  the  Metcalf  - Eddy  Associates  shows  a definite  need  exists 
right  now  for  a building  program  to  take  care  of  all  the  needs  of  our  children. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  I 

I 

A current  program  is  underway  by  the  Newbury  port  Water  Department  to  ! 
improve  and  prevent  any  serious  emergency  from  arising  such  as  the  drought  that  i 
we  have  just  seen  in  the  last  few  years.  This  program  is  in  the  planning  stage  and  | 
is  designed  to  increase  the  water  supply  of  the  Artichoke  Reservoir ^ change  the  i 
filtration  system,  and  increase  the  delivery  of  water  into  the  municipality.  This  is  ! 
approximately  a three  million  dollar  proposal  which  will  be  evaluated  by  my  admin-  i 
istration  to  determine  what  steps  should  be  taken  initially,  and  the  order  of  sub-  ! 
sequent  phases  in  the  total  program.  \ 

PUBLIC  WORKS  I 

Tomorrow  night,  I will  ask  City  Council  to  approve  the  appointment  of 
Raymond  Stanton  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  Mr.  Stanton  j 
will  bring  to  this  department  a new  and  fresh  outlook.  This  department  has  lacked  | 
efficiency,  direction,  organization  and  supervision.  I intend  to  correct  these  ! 

problems  with  the  appointment  of  this  gentleman  as  head  of  the  Public  Works  | 

Department.  We  have  already  put  in  numerous  hours,  both  myself  and  my  ad- 
visory board,  trying  to  locate  the  problem  areas  in  this  department.  I feel  that  • 
the  City  will  benefit  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Stanton  to  this  important  post,  and  j 
I trust  the  council  will  see  fit  to  confirm  this  appointment. 

I also  intend,  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  to  purchase  a piece  of 
equipment  through  bids  that  will  save  the  City  of  Newburyport  a substantial  amount  i 
of  money , and  pay  for  itself  in  the  first  year  of  operation.  This  piece  of  equipment  \ 
will  be  available  for  use  by  the  Water  Department,  Public  Works  Department  and 
the  City  Cemetary. 

SMALL  WANTS  OF  THE  PUBLIC 

All  the  expenditures  for  major  programs,  schools,  industrial,  water  and  ' 
others  are  necessary , but  as  Mayor  let  me  assure  you  that  there  will  be  no  cutting  j 
back  on  the  local  services.  By  that  I mean,  street  paving,  street  lighting,  and  j 
other  improvements  that  are  necessary  to  create  a better  community  for  the  people.^ 

POLICE  AND  FIRE  | 

These  two  departments  have  been  constantly  up-dated  and  improved  over  | 
the  past  few  years.  A goal  of  continued  improvements  will  be  set,  but  not  until  a 
comprehensive  evaluation  of  man-hour  services  and  equipment  has  been  completed. 
This  evaluation  of  the  Police  Department  especially  is  to  determine  what  is  needed 
to  provide  maximum  safety  for  the  citizens.  That  is  to  say  we  will  spend  whatever 
is  necessary  to  maximize  department  efficiency  and  we  will  eliminate  the  costs  | 
incurred  by  unnecessary  items  if  any  are  found. 

PUBLIC  LIBRAR  Y | 

A program  is  being  instituted  presently  by  the  City  for  rehabilitating  the  ^ 
Public  Library  which  has  been  permitted  to  become  very  badly  rundown  over  the 
past  few  years.  I am  deeply  grateful  to  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Greater 
Newburyport  for  their  interest  and  the  study  which  was  conducted  by  this  organi-  ^ 
zation.  Their  recommendations  for  improving  the  library  will  be  given  all  con- 
sideration possible.  It  is  my  hope  that  I will  be  able  to  meet  with  the  Library  Study'. 
Committee  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  soon  after  assuming  office  and  discuss  | 
further  their  recommendations,  ' 
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RECREA  TIONAL  FA CILITIES 

The  Moseley  Pines  shall  be  undertaken  as  one  recreational  facility  which 
will  be  improved.  More  use  should  be  yyiade  of  this  area  by  the  public.  A new 
board  of  three  will  be  appointed  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year,  to  serve  as 
Trustees  of  Moseley  Woods.  Recommendations  will  be  awaited  at  the  Mayor’s 
Office  from  this  new  group  of  trustees.  A sincere  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  keep  the  Mall  clear  of  snow  this  winter  to  permit  skating  and 
recreational  activities.  We  intend  to  continue  improvements  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Bartlet  Mall. 

PL  UM  ISLAND 

I said  in  my  campaign  that  the  people  of  Plum  Island  have  been  neglected. 

As  Mayor  I intend  to  do  everything  possible  to  implement  a program  of  improve- 
ments. It  is  hoped  that  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  cooperation  of  the 
Health  Department  a new  comfort  station  will  be  constructed  this  year.  A continued 
strong  effort  will  be  made  to  improve  and  promote  Plum  Island  as  a tourist  mecca. 

PERSONNEL 


Many  of  the  boards  and  authorities  in  the  City  are  in  dire  need  of  study  and 
updating.  Many  of  the  members  of  these  boards  are  hold-overs  and  yet  there  are 
many  citizens  who  undoubtedly  are  interested  in  serving  on  these  boards.  As  your 
Mayor  I intend  to  get  these  organizations  functioning  as  they  were  intended  to 
function,  and  I earnestly  ask  that  any  citizen  interested  in  serving  the  community 
come  forward  and  make  himself  known.  It  is  my  intention  to  activate  these  boards 
and  staff  them  with  the  most  qualified  people  available. 

UNITY 


I believe  that  it  is  time  for  Newbury  port  to  assume  its  rightful  place  as  the 
influential  hub  of  this  area.  It  is  time  that  we  strive  for  a new  unity  with  the 
neighboring  communities.  We  ask  that  they  join  with  us  in  building  a regional 
community  for  the  betterment  of  all  our  citizens.  Only  through  such  unity  can  this 
area  be  expected  to  grow  and  flourish.  That  no  community , whether  it  be  city  or 
town,  can  be  a separate  entity  under  todays  affluent  society.  Through  unity  it  is 
hoped  that  we  can  induce  industry  to  settle  here.  This  I sincerely  believe.  There- 
fore I ask  for  this  cooperation  and  unity  knowing  that  not  only  the  communities 
arowid  us  will  gain  and  benefit,  but  that  the  City  of  Newbury  port  will  be  the 
greatest  benefactor  in  this  joint  relationship. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  ...  I want  for  us  that  which  we  need  and  require  . 
. . . but,  I want  for  us  only  what  we  can  afford.  We  are  living  in  a new  era  of  the 
affluent  society  ...  a society  which  brings  more  and  more  demands  to  bear  upon 
our  initiative,  our  abilities  and  yet,  our  ability  to  pay  . . . as  we  approach  the 
1970’ s in  this  Space  Age,  it  is  my  goal  to  lead  this  City  forward  on  a high  economic 
and  efficient  level.  With  a young  ajid  vigorous  concept,  and  with  a new  approach 
to  governmental  affairs,  and  with  an  administration  based  on  the  three  points  I 
mentioned  at  the  outset  - communication  - evaluation  - cooperation,  I ask  for  your 
help,  your  ideas,  and  your  prayers.  But  most  of  all  I ask  that  you  stand  beside  me 
at  the  helm  atid  help  chart  the  course  for  this  fine  old  ship.

BIOLOGICS  DISPENSED 

The  health  department  still  serves  as  a distributing  center  for  biological 
supplies.  Biologies  dispensed  in  I968  are  as  follows:  diphtheria-tetanus -pertussis , 
diphtheria -tetanus  toxoids  combined,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoids  (adults),  immune 
serum  globulin,  small  pox  vaccine  and  needles,  polion^elitis  (Sabin),  silver  nitrate, 
tetanus  anti-toxin,  rabies  vaccine,  tetanus  toxoid,  old  tuberculin,  schick  test,  tine 
test,  measles  vaccine  (Schwartz  strain),  enteric  outfits,  gonorrhea  outfits,  sputum 
culture,  TB  gastric  culture  outfits,  throat  culture  outfits,  tumor  kits,  Wasserman  tubes. 

LICENSES  <5:  PERMITS  ISSUED 

Burial  permits,  carbonated  beverages,  disposal  works  construction,  frozen  des- 
serts, funeral  directors,  masseurs,  milk  licenses,  pasteurization,  plumbing  permits,  gas 
permits,  installer's  permits. 

The  Newburyport  Health  Department  in  cooperation  with  the  Health  Centre  and  the 
Division  of  Tuberculosis  Control  has  completed  its  second  year  in< operating  a screening 
clinic  and  thirteen  months  of  the  follow-up  clinic. 

Dr.  Richard  P.  Scherman,  former  Superintendent  of  Middlesex  County  Sanatorium, 
is  consulting  physician  at  this  clinic.  Persons  attending  are  x-rayed  and/or  skin  test- 
ed; at  the  follow-up  clinic  consultation  with  Dr.  Scherman  and  when  necessary  phophylac- 
tic  medication  is  dispensed  through  the  Hospital  pharmacy. 

, Four  hundred  and  fifteen  persons  were  x-rayed  in  I968.  We  feel  Newburyport  and 

..the  surrounding  towns  are  very  fortunate  in  having  this  service  available  to  them;  how- 
ever, this  program  could  not  have  been  realized  without  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the 
'Anna  Jaques  Hospital  and  its  staff,  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

I Fourteen  hundred  and  thirty  nine  persons  were  x-rayed  in  the  Mobile  Unit  in 

September  of  this  year. 

' One  hundred  twenty  nine  persons  were  immunized  against  influenza. 

I One  hundred  fifty  dogs  were  immunized  against  rabies  at  the  annual  clinic  held 

at  the  Central  Fire  Station  in  May. 

Pre-school  children  were  immunized  against  smallpox,  measles  and  diphther-tet- 
iinus  and  pertussis  and  pblio  at  the  annual  clinic  held  in  May. 

I Other  programs  conducted  in  the  school  system  were  tine  testing,  retest /man- 

loux,  measles,  polio,  diph the r -tetanus,  tetanus -diphtheria.

TO  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OP  THE  NEWBURYPORT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 


During  1968,  the  library  was  open  304  days  with  86,951  books 
circulated  for  home  use.  This  represents  a decrease  of  7099  books 
circulated  as  compared  to  the  total  book  circulation  of  95,690  in 
1967.

Books  circulated  for  home  use  as  indicated  by  circulation  figures 
indicate  only  a portion  of  the  use  of  the  library.  Innumerable 
reference  books,  magazines  and  pamphlets  are  consulted  in  the  library 
by  students  and  individuals  of  all  ages. 

The  circulation  of  adult  books  has  declined  each  year  for  the 
past  several  years,  most  of  the  loss  occuring  in  the  circulation  of 
adult  fiction.  Forty-nine  percent  of  the  adult  circulation  was  non- 
fiction in  1%8  as  compared  to  forty-five  percent  in  both  1966  and 
1967. 


Juvenile  non-fiction  circulated  in  1968  was  just  under  25%  of  the 
total  juvenile  circulation.  Many  more  books  from  the  upstairs  Book 
Report  and  adult  departments  were  ok'd  for  circulation  on  juvenile 
cards  as  needed  for  special  assignments  - for  example,  science  projects 
in  math  or  astronomy,  civic  problems  as  government  and  civil  rights. 

The  total  number  of  registered  cardholders  as  of  Dec.  31 » 1968 
numbered  6555*  Of  this  number  3»657  were  adults  and  2,698  were  children. 
Newbury  cardholders  numbered  922,  of  v/hich  619  were  adults  and  305 
were  children. 

The  total  book  stock  of  the  library  decreased  from  110,283  books 
at  the  end  of  1967  to  109,798  as  of  Dec.  31?  1968.

Books  withdrawn,  worn  out  or  obsolete  books,  numbered  2701,  of 
which  1546  were  adult  books,  and  1155  were  juvenile.  In  addition, 
many  old  magazines  (unbound)  were  discarded  and  sold  as  waste  paper. 

We  are  grateful  to  two  of  the  Directors,  Mrs.  D'Arcy  Van  Bokkelen 
and  Mrs.  A.  Vincent  Kelleher,  and  to  two  former  Library  Directors 
Mrs.  Charles  Baker  and  Mrs.  Robert  Driver  for  their  valuable 
assistance  in  this  magazine  project.  We  are  continuing  the  systematic 
weeding  of  the  book  collection  - a project  in  which  Mrs.  Bessie  Hills 
is  of  inestimable  help.  We  hope  to  continue  the  trend  of  an  annual 
net  loss  in  book  stock  for  some  time  to  come. 

During  1968,  eight  school  deposits  of  thirty  or  more  books 
(juvenile)  were  lent  to  teachers  for  classroom  use. 
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Book  week  was  observed  in  November  with  special  exhibits  and 
story  hours  for  the  first  grades  of  Kelley,  Davenport,  and  Jackman 
schools.  Library  instruction  was  given  in  the  Library  to  one  fifth 
grade  class  of  Brov^  School,  to  four  fifth  grade  classes  of  Belleville 
School  (at  the  school),  to  two  sixth  grade  classes  of  Belleville 
School  (at  the  school)  and  to  one  fifth  grade  class  at  Kelley  School. 

The  1968  Reading  Club  was  called  the  Indian  Reading  Club  and 
provided  enjoyment  for  about  100  children  who  Joined.  'K/hether  or 
not  the  required  reading  was  completed,  all  who  Joined  had  pleasure 
from  the  reading  and  enjoyed  the  fun  of  adding  a "feather"  to  his 
or  her  headband  for  each  book  reported  on. 

We  are  proud  that  in  1968  the  Newburyport  Library  became  a 
member  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  system.  Mr.  William  Kunkel, 
Director,  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Library  Directors  and 
explained  the  advantages  of  Joining.  The  Eastern  Regional  Library 
system,  largest  of  the  three  regional  library  systems  in  Massachusetts, 
is  comprised  of  libraries  in  180  cities  and  towns  out  of  a possible 
205.  Regional  headquarters  are  at  the  Boston  Public  Library,  sub- 
regional centers  are  at  the  public  libraries  of  Andover  and  six 
other  libraries. 

During  1968  a total  of  24-5  books  were  borrowed  on  inter- 
library  loan  thru  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  system,  of  which 
60  were  books  in  foreign  languages.  Two  films  were  borrowed  on 
interloan  for  a church  group  and  for  the  Police  Department.  The 
film  collection  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  was  not  previously 
available  to  us  and  this  is  a service  which  is  much  appreciated. 

A telephone  credit  card  is  made  out  in  the  name  of  the  library  and  is 
available,  free  of  charge,  for  long-distance  calls  to  the  Eastern 
Regional  Library  system  office  in  Boston  and  to  the  sub-regional  library  ■ 
in  Andover  for  our  use  in  connection  with  inter-library  requests  for 
books  or  films.  Eighteen  books,  or  microfilm  rgels,  on  Newburyport 
history  were  sent  on  inter-library  loan  to  the  State  Historical 
Society  Library  of  Wisconsin,  the  University  of  N.  Dakota  Library,  the  ' 
N.Y.  State  Historical  Association  at  Cooperstown,  the  Wichita  State 
University  Library  in  Kansas,  and  the  Phoenix  College  Library  in 
Arizona. 

A number  of  "workshops"  have  been  set  up  in  the  sub-regional 
libraries,  and  we  have  attended  several  on  school  - public  library 
relations  and  on  book  collection  "weeding"  held  at  the  Andover  Public 
Library.  These  have  proved  to  be  of  practical  value  and  we  are  glad 
that  more  are  planned  for  1969* 

Yankee  Homecoming  Week  brought  many  visitors  to  to’^,  many  of 
whom  visited  the  Library  to  see  the  Directors'  Room  and  some  of  the  ’ 

Library's  large  Audubon  prints  (from  the  elephant  folio).  About  4-0  ' 

of  the  prints  were  on  loan  to  the  Y.W.C.A.  for  a special  exhibit  in  i 

the  g^.  Six  recordings  of  bird  songs  and  night  sounds  (e.g.  tree  | 

frogs)  were  borrowed  on  inter-library  loan  and  provided  background  | 

music  for  the  Y.W.C.A.  exhibit.  j 

Thru  funds  provided  by  the  Building  Fund  and  accumulated  State  I 
Aid  funds  numerous  long  overdue  safety  improvements  were  made  in  the  1 
Library.  These  included:  the  tile  enclosure  of  the  basement  furnace; 
installation  of  temperature  rise  fire  warning  system,  self-charging 
emergency  lighting  batteries  and  exit  signs  throughout  building: 
raising  of  rear  balcony  railing,  building  of  a second  stairway  (in- 
complete) to  front  balcony;  construction  of  emergency  exit  door  at 
side  and  sheet  rock  added  to  basement  door;  painting  of  side  vestibule  i 
area.  j 
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The  Librarian  is  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Library 
board  and  to  each  Library  Director  for  the  many  hours  devoted  to 
planning  these  renovations,  and  to  each  member  of  the  library  staff 
for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation.

Gentlemen: 

For  the  year  1968  I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  City  Solicitor. 

1968  was  an  extremely  active  year  for  this  Department.  In  addition  to  numerous 
highway  and  sidewalk  defect  claims  which  were  processed,  and  the  workmen's  com- 
pensation cases  and  injury  claims  in  which  City  employees  were  involved,  there  have 
been  numerous  letters  of  opinion  written  to  various  departments  of  the  City,  and  many 
informal  consultations  with  City  officials  as  to  their  legal  responsibilities.  Numerous 
bids,  contracts,  specifications  by  various  City  departments,  have  been  reviewed  in 
detail  and  modified  and  approved  as  necessary,  and  a substantial  number  of  deeds  re- 
lative to  City  property  prepared,  executed,  and  recorded.  Necessary  actions  were 
taken  to  resolve  title  questions  relative  to  various  parcels  of  City  property. 

Assistance  was  rendered  in  the  preparation  of  the  City's  application  to  the  Econo- 
mic Development  Administration  of  the  United  States  government  for  approval  of  a 
project  to  construct  new  roads,  drainage  and  utilities  in  the  area  of  the  Lord  Timothy 
Dexter  Industrial  Green.  Required  easements  for  drainage  over  land  of  abutting  prop- 
erty owners  were  prepared  and  execution  and  recordation  thereof  was  accomplished. 

An  action  brought  by  Raymond  E.  Mace  against  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  back 
wages  claimed  due  as  a result  of  an  improper  termination  of  his  employment  as  a 
police  officer  was  tried  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court,  and  judgment  for  the  defendant 
entered. 

A Court  action  involving  interpretation  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  it  relates  to 
swimming  pool  operation  was  brought  by  the  City  and  a favorable  decision  rendered. 

Two  personal  injury  actions  resulting  from  falls  on  City  streets  were  defended 
and  settled  on  terms  believed  advantageous  to  the  City. 

Assistance  was  given  to  various  City  officials  in  the  drafting  of  Ordinances  for 
presentation  to  the  City  Council.  Among  these  were  the  BOCA  Building  Code  and  the 
BOCA  Fire  Code. 

In  early  1968  a suit  in  Equity  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court  was  brought  by  twenty 
residents  of  the  City  against  the  Assessors  and  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to  compel  them 
to  revalue  the  property  of  the  City  at  full  and  fair  cash  value.  After  the  filing  of  ap- 
propriate pleadings,  conferences  with  the  Assessors  and  State  tax  officials,  negotia- 
tion with  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  appropriate  research,  it  was  determined  that 
in  light  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court's  recent  decisions,  no  alternative  existed  to 
revaluation,  and  a Decree  was  entered  into  and  approved  by  the  Court  calling  for  re- 
valuation in  accordance  with  a plan  set  forth  therein. 

The  most  extensive  understaking  during  the  year  1968  involved  the  taking  of 
numerous  parcels  of  land,  some  for  the  Water  Department's  requirements,  but  pri- 
marily for  School  purposes  for  the  proposed  Lower  and  Middle  School  sites.  Sub- 
stantial amounts  of  time  were  devoted  to  conferences  with  school  and  City  officials 
and  the  engineering  consultants,  preparation  of  property  descriptions,  title  examina- 
tions, obtaining  and  review  of  appraisals, preparation  of  the  necessary  Orders  and 
Notices,  recordation  of  documents  and  related  work. 

I attended  several  meetings  of  the  Town  Counsel  and  City  Solicitors  Association

in  Boston  in  order  to  obtain  current  information  as  to  various  legal  questions  con- 
fronting cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth,  as  well  as  a seminar  in  Boston  on 
Home  Rule. 

In  closing,  1 would  like  to  restate  the  recommendation  made  by  a previous  Solici- 
tor, that  a complete  revision  and  republication  be  made  of  the  City  Ordinances,  last 
revised  in  1937.

The  transfer  of  control  and  management  of  the  City  Forest  to  the  conser- 
vation commission  was  a definite  move  toward  accon5)lishing  the  goals  for  a long- 
range  conservation-recreation  program  in  our  city.  A nature  trail,  located 
within  the  forest,  will  be  opened  during  the  spring  of  1969»  thus  providing 
a natural  area  for  the  education  and  aesthetic  enjoyment  of  all.  Further 
development  of  this  area  is  planned. 

During  the  past  year  commission  members  attended  several  statewide 
conservation  orientated  meetings;  hosted  two  meetings  of  the  Parker  River 
Watershed  Council;  and  spoke  before  interested  Newburyport  groups  regarding 
conservation  programs. 

A long-range  conservation-recreation  plan  for  Newburyport  is  being  drafted. 
This  plan  will  include  suggestions  for  the  protection  and/or  acquisition  of 
certain  areas  within  our  community  for  conservation  purposeso 

Our  commission  is  hopeful  that  during  19^9  a Permanent  Conservation  Fund 
will  be  established  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  valuable  conservation  and 
recreational  lands  within  Newbxiryport.
